gular. There has been no expansion of the pnenmantic areas and the heart 
action is definitely 
improved! 


"Nourisment and fluids are being taken regularly. Elimination is sa- 


tisfactory. 


"He expresses himself as feeling better and less exhausted.

CISCO, CALIF., July 31 — (By the A. P.) — President Harding char- 
acteristically calm, is fighting the greatest battle of his career — a strug- 
gle in which his life is at stake. 


Arraigned against him are broncho pneumonia, symptoms of which 


were discovered by the attending physicians late last night, nnd also the 
danger of other complications. Arrayed in his favor are his calm de- 
termination, a subsidence of earlier abdominal trouble and the hopes and 
prayers of a nation. His handicap is an admittedly weakened physical con- 
dition. 


The 0:15 o'clock bulletin, issued last night after a consultation of 


the five physicians attending the president, contained the first amiounee- 


broncho pneumonia had developed in the right lung although a 


statement given out four hours previously had spoken of evidence of some 
congestion in one lung." It also conveyed the first authoritative informa- 
tion that his-condition had tunred from "serious" to "grave." The- bul- 
letin also contained rays of hope, for it said that "nourishment is behiK 
taken regularly and the abdominal symptoms are less noticeable"' and 
that the .chief executive was "temperamentally well adapted to make a 
strong fight against the infection." Another favorable statement was 
that his temperature was remaining about constant at 101 degrees, even 
though his pulse continued at about 125, as compared with his normal 
of t^i. and his respiration was about 44.

These questions suggested them- 


selves to the writer after an Investi- 
gation of the situation here. 
For 


the Facistl movement has the whole- 
hearted 
approval of the United 


States government.- The ambassador 
here recently made a sensational 
speech at an official banquet which 
Fascist! leaders later described as a 
better exposition of Fascist! princi- 
ples than they themselves could hare 
made. 


The ambassador, Mr. Child, said 


in a prepared speech: 


"During the last eight months Italy 


lias made an extraordinary contribu- 
tion to the whole world, raising the 
ideals of human courage, discipline 
and responsibility. 
I would be un- 


faithful to my beliefs and to those 
of hosts of Americans If I failed to 
acknowledge the part played by 
Premier Mussolini with the Italian 
people, giving all mankind an ei- 
ample of courageo«K,.natIonal organ- 
ization founded upon~~the disciplined 
responsibility of the individual to the 
state, upon the abandonment of false 
hopes in feeble doctrines and upon 
the appeal to the full 
vigorous 


strength of the human spirit." 


The Hording administration is un- 


willing to join the International or- 
ganization abroad for fear of "get- 
ting mixed up" in European affairs, 
yet in Italy's case th* Washington 
government did not hesitate to take 
sides between parties In Italy. The 
Italians perhaps are getting used to 
intervention, for former President 
Wilson issued the equivalent to an 
appeal to the Italian people during 
the Paris peace conference. 


The Harding administration has 


gone further than Wilson now for In 
giving direct approval of the Fas- 
cista movement which grew up from 
military force and revolution, the 
Washington government placed itself 
on record indirectly as approving the 
overthrow 
of 
established govern- 


ments by military means, eomethlng 
which in Latin America at least was 
discouraged as far as possible by 
the preceding Washington adminis- 
tration. 


Supposing the Fascist! movement 


ultimately is overthrown by the 
Uheral and less 
reactionary 
ele- 


ments, would America lie held in as 
high repute then for having taken 
sides In an Internal question? Al- 
ready the Italian 
liberal press Is 


criticising America for partisanship 
in Italian Internal affairs. 


These considerations are by far 


the most important of those striking 
i tie investigator reaching Italy. There 
Is a tension in tha atmosphere which 
i'.: not e*capable. 
.Gradually some 


:'ir.entlals of democartlc government 
;-.re being taken from the people by 
: 10 oligarchy headed by the aggres- 
ive Jlxiseolini.

Italy Censors All Dfopakhos 


For instance, there is strict cen- 


sorship «f. all dispatches sent from 
Italy by cable or wireless. Corres- 
pondent* frequently have numerous 
si-ntencei taken out of their dis- 
patcho*. 


The news censorship not only is 


evidence of absolutism, but as well 
a fear for the outside world to learn 
the truth. 
The Musspllnl govern- 


ment IS considering a law about to 
be Jammed thrbugh parliament, tak- 
ing away the freedom of government 
criticism. The measure is aimed at 
Senator Albertinl, the owner of 
Corriere Delia Sera, published at 
Milan and amongfi the best of tM 
newspapers published in Europe, cer- 
tainly the beet In Italy. Albertlni 
dared to criticise the government 
therefore a bill is pending permitting 
the local police to sue newspapers 
nnd throw legal restrictions upon 
them whenever articles apparently 
reflect upon Indefinable things such 
as "national honor" and "natlona" 
defense." 


Mussolini promised to call a gea 


nml election, but postponed it for a 
year. Some critics say he is not so 
much afraid of defeat as of having 
too many Fascistis elected to parlia 
ment, which might mean a division 
in his own ranks. Today he rules 
with a minority Faicisti but other 
parliament members are so scarec 
that they do whatever Mussollui 
says. Mussolini is aware that is the 
best arrangement for a dictator. 


Italy has been passing through a 


tense period of transition. Contrast- 
ed with the chaos following the'-ftsS 
of ministry after ministry, the Fas- 
cist! at least made trains punctual, 
find labor - strikes a serious offense 
therefore, there is a kind of equi- 
librium now. 
The big question 


whether the government .will grow 
more reactionary and absolute 
or 


whether having a calmed people, 
return of legal methods, and the con- 
fidence of the masses, constitutional 
government will come back.

Scioto County . Agricultural Society 
has been spending some time analyz- 
ing the premium lists of other good 
Ohio Fairs In comparison with (lie 
premiums offered this -year to Scioto 
County farmers. , 


•\Vhen one considers that the youn- 


gest of the Fairs analyzed is C2 
yearsold and the oldest S3 years old, 
as compared with Scioto County's 
29, and that some of them are located 
near such large cities as Akron, where 
tlu-ir gates receipts should be very 
large, Mr. Brant concludes that Scioto 
County ranks high.In comparison. 


Tne Fairs 'considered, which in- 


cludes every one for which premium 
list has been .received, • are Summit 
County, near Akron, Athens County, 
Drake County, Morgan County, Green 
County and Clarke County, where 
some of the best FUirs in Ohio 
are held. 


For example, Scioto County offers 


a totol of $170.50 for any breed of 
cattle, the average of the six con- 
sidered ?1T4.50 Scioto County offers a 
total for a breed of hogs of S12S.50. 
The average for the other 6 fairs is 
only S101.00. These figures are ex- 
clusive of the premiums offered- at 
some Fairs by Breeder's Associations. 


The winnings at the- Scioto County 


Fair, after entry fees, admission to 
the grounds and stall rents a;re de- 
ducted, on full entries in any one- 
breed of Beef .CUttld Swine and 
Sheep amount to a total oC ?229.40. 
Three out of the other Fairs con- 
sidered offer more and three less, the 
average possible winnings being $302. 
00. or only $3.00 more than Scioto 
County offers, exclusive of Breedr's 
Association offerings. 


In some other departments, Scioto 


County's showing is even better by 
comparison. 


Most Fairs specify that if there are 


not sufficient funds to pay all the 
premiums in full after th« expenses 
are paid, the premiums will be paid 
"pro ratn.' 


Scioto County never did this. The 


Board 
always has borrowed 
the 


amount of «ny losses sustained and 
paid all bills and premiums in full 
and the premium list is not padded 
with the Idea of later taking advant- 


age of such a conditional clause nnd 
pro-rating merely the profits above 
expenses. 


Breeders in Scioto County are urg- 


ed to exhibit this year. The more 
exhibitors there are the larger pre- 
miums will he in the future, The 
premium list was designed primarily 
for Scioto County exhibitors, and if 
all breeders of stock in the county 
will co-operate and- encourage the 
Fair Board in another year or two 
the Scioto Fair will not only be as 
good na the'arerage, but among the 
leaders.

Donahey Declares War On 


All Kinds Of Gambling 


COLUMBUS, OHIO, July 31—Govern- 


or Donahey is ready to suspend apy 
public official for non-enforcement of 
the anti-gambllnp laws if Attorney- 
General Crabbe will certify to him the 
names ot derelict officials and 
file 


charges against them, the Chief Exec- 
utive advised Mr. Crabbe to-day in an- 
swer to the latter'.s lelter of last week 
in which he suggested to the Governor 
that all forms of gambling should he 
stopped. The Governor has been mak- 
ing war on slot machines. 


The Governor also called the A'ttor- 


ney-GeneraD; allen'tort lo the Cleve- 
land slot-machine cases in which local 
Courts there held their use was law- 
ful, and asked him as the state's chief 
law officer to see that ihe suits are 
appealed to the Supreme Court, for 
final ruling. 


"If present anti-gambling statutes 


are now broad enough to include slot 
machines we.should know about it, 
so that the new gambling laws may be 
passed," Governor Doriahey declared. 


In his request that the Attorney- 


General submit to him names of pub- 
lic officials who refuse lo enforce the 
anti-gambling laws, Governor Donahey 
said: 


"This would suggest that you in- 


form Sheriffs, prosecuting attorneys. 
Chiefs of Police and other enforcement 
officers of any places in their jurisdic- 
tions where gambling is being con- 
ducted 
And whenever you find 
it 


necessary to certify to me the names 
of any public officials who should be 
removed for non-enforcement of anti- 
gambling laws, I shall be glad to sus- 
pend them if laws authorize pending 
a hearing on any charges you may 
submit to me"

I —Esplrit'o Santo, to be»exact—: 


that natives sighted a can of 


•white enamel paint, that I had 
and immediately asked for it. 


Wondering what use they would 


put it to I gave them the can and 
•when next I saw them they had 
smeared their faces with all man- 
ner of stripes, circles and decora- 
tive designs. 
Some had

painted the" entire top half of 
their countenances white. As the 
enamel is warranted not to wash 
off in either hot or cold water 
they are doubtless wearing it yet. 


Just north of Santo lie the 


Banks Group of islands which are 
also under the dominion of the 
New Hebrides joint government at 
Vila. They are much on the or- 
der of Santo, to which peculiar 
interest attaches because it was in 
the broad Bay of St. Philip and 
St. James that DeQuiros sailed in 
1606 and thought that he had 
discovered a southern, continent. 
Years later Captain Cook navi- 
gated through the group and gave 
it the name New Hebrides. 


It is said of all the islands in 


these seas that "the influence of 
the Government does not carry 
any further inland than, the re- 
port o£ its guns," but at least mis- 
sionaries who sought the alluring 
shores of Santo did not shed their 
blood in vain. Here, at the Pres- 
byterian mission station, Is a hos- 
pital and native university, sup- 
ported by natives, which gradu- 
ates instructors for local schools. 
And that the Santo Islanders are 
more intelligent than the rest of 
New Hebrides natives is indicated 
by the fact that they have, in the 
region of St. Philip a-nd St. James- 
Bay, a complete system of garden 
irrigation by means of hollow 
bamboo. 
They also have devel- 


oped greater skill in making such 
weapons as spears, clubs, bows 
and arrows, and in their weaving 
of mats and baskets. This island, 
too, is tho only 'one' in the New 
Hebrides which makes pottery of 
a rude sort. 


What They Are Like 


But I did not observe that they 


practiced the system of inter- 
island communication which Is 
common to other islands, where a 
code of signals, on the order of 
the Morse telegraphic code, is 
used for purposes of communica- 
tion and the blowing of conch- 
shells serves quite as well as a 
telegrapher's instrument. 


The inhabitants of these Islands 


constitute a chain of links between 
the cannibals of the New Hebrides 
and the head-hunters of the Solo- 
mons, fivo hundred and fifty miles 
to the westward. 
Santo and 


Banks are decidedly less savage 
than either. 
They wear no more 


clothes than their neighbors and 
most of them none at all yet. Not- 
withstanding that they resemble 
the' inhabitants of Atchin and 
Malekula, live in somewhat sim- 
ilar houses and compounds, and 
are about the same build and 
height, they are much less brutish 
and more intelligent than their 
neighbors to the south. 


Further up the Straits which 


Torres and Bougainville traversed 
after De Quiros, fifty or sixty 
natives, crowded on a large raft, 
waved 
frantically towards 
us. 


Wisdom II was something of a 
sensation to these voyagers whose 
vessel consisted of a mere plat- 
form raised quite high above the 
water and mounted on a large out- 
rigser canoe. 


Upon our arrival in Hog Har- 


bor a boat was being lowered for 
us to go ashore when our pilot 
caught sight of a familiar native 
face. 


"Halloo!" he shouted. "Where's 


Tombo?" 


"I'm, 'e drunk salt water fin- 


ish." called back the native, his 
smile of recognition fading into 
sorrow, for the drowned youth had 
lieen his son. 


Ngondo, the canoeist, paddled 


towards us. Like his fellows, he 
was bettor built and of a lighter 
color, with a more striking ap- 
pearance 
than 
thfi 
Solomons 


Islanders to tlio westward. 
Ho 


wore a small loin cloth and his 


hair was dressed with feathers 
and leaves, while strings of beads 
encircled his dusky neck and tor- 
toiseshell ring sfcdorned his ea-rs 
in such numbers that the lobes 
were 
dragged down 
by their 


weight. 


Ngando was only too delighted 


to guide us to the native village 
from whence lie came.' 


A Native Village 


At this village we found the 


houses ol these Melanesians ar- 
ranged in orderly rows or pictur- 
esque groups in much more cleanly 
enclosures than those to the 
southward, although women live 
in houses and compounds on much 
the same order.as those of Male- 
kula, but not so degraded. 


Great banyan trees threw their 


shadows over breast-high walls of 
coral stones, and around some of 
the 
compounds green 
bamboo 


poles had been driven through 
the coral while It was soft, rooted 
in the ground beneath and flut- 
tered a high screening fence of 
foliage which, obscured the view 


cocoanut-water or an equivalent, 
and 
although 
they 
sometimes 


bathe in the sea they never swim 
unless compelled to. I have known 
them to walk an extra half mile 
rather than wade or swim 'through 
a creek. 


Then, too, although every island 


has its own plan of house archi- 
tecture we found on Ambrym a-nd 
Santo coral paths to many house- 
doors, and neat gardens, aflame 
with dracaenas, crotons, coleus, 
purple hibiscus and amaranthus, 
while an occaslcnal window and 
better sanitation indicated mission 
influence. 


Despite 
such 
Improvements, 


however, even In parts of Santo, 
as in all New Hebrides compounds, 
we found sanitary arrangements 
so bad that but for the scavinger 
work of pigs, dogs and chickens no 
white persons could have been able 
to approach the dwellings. 


We had no difficulty in finding 


natives who spoke and understood 
Bechella-mer, but unless 
it Is 


spoken in a wap the natives are 
accustomed to they cannot under- 
stand it. By means of this curious 
pidgin-English missionaries seek 
to instill religion and morals into 
savages, and pupils of the Seventh 
Day Adventists, who were vegeta- 
rians, thus described their In- 
structors: 


Contact with civilization has 


never reconciled 
New Hebrides 


natives to employing nets, seines 
or hooks and lines for fishing al- 
though occasionally a Santo native 
uses a Email hand-net for catching 
little fish. 


Spearing Fish 


On the other hand spearing fish 


Is a sport not to be despised. A 
brilliant moon flooded the reefs off 
Santo that night when Ngondo 
took us fising. We could even dis- 
cern the dirty brown color—-lighter 
than that of natives to the south 
or westward—of fishermen crowd- 
ing the wet coral exposed by a 
receding tide. 
Men darted into 


holes where fish swam in the still 
pools; with • lightning swiftness 
spears cleft the w&ter and came up 
with a struggling fish impaled on 
each point. 


Brown arms were silhouetted 


taut against the moonlit sea; arrows 
sung from drawn bows; lithe forms 
sprang Into the pools to retrive the 
prey. Sometimes an arrow missed 
its mark. 
Did the 'hunter seek 


another goal? Not he! 
Speeding 


from one uneven foothold to an- 


over a mystic fire, accompanied by 
incantations which are warranted 
to bring about the desired result. 


When I learned the 
simple 


method by which natives of tho 
New Hebrides got rid of people 
whom they wanted out of their 
way I understood why natives were 
so careful about burying hair that 
had been cut off, and throwing into 
streams fragments of food they 
had been eating if no pigs were at 
hand to devour them, it is not safe 
to leave around any articles that 
might be made ill use of by an 
offended neighbor. 


Fears For the Dead 


Among all savages of the South 


Seas 1 found existing a belief in the 
survival of the soul after death, 
but in the New Hebrides this be- 
lief extends only through six after 
states of the soul by.which time it 
reaches Hades. Further than that 
their imagination does not travel, 
but'it does remain faithful to pro- 
gressing—or retrogressing—souls 
for which pigs are sacrificed and 
feasts served.

to see," Ngondo informed me when 
we suddenly came upon such a

Perhaps they 
lack the vanity of the men of 
Santo, who are the vainest and 
most dandified of any In the archi- 
pelago. They not only love to paint 
their faces but also, whenever it 
is possible, procure powder from 
traders and liberally plaster their 
black countenances with it, further 
adding the coquetry of peculiar 
individual hair-cuts with feather 
ornaments so that the barber with 
original ideas is a valued institu-

A Volcanic Wonder 


On our way northward we 


anchored, one night, in the shadow 
of the slumoerlug volcano of Epl, 
wondering what might bo expected 
of towering Ambrym, which -was 
belching smoke above its Island 
just to the north of us.
